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BLIND, DEAF, AKMLKSS VKTEKAN 
TO WKD BOYHOOD JuOVIu. 

PARIS, Jan. 17.— Totally blind, to- 
tally deaf, and with hoth anus 
amputated as the result of injuries 
received in action during the war, 
t lie young French veteran, Kuiile 
Tilloloy, considered as the most un- 
fortunate being of all history, has 
found a refuse from his tiihula- 
tious Id the love of a little peasant 
glil, Jeanne Delavoiue, his boyhood 
sweetheart. Their engagement has 
been announced and the marriage 
In to take place earlj in the Spring. 

The announcement has set at rest 
the minds of leading French moral- 
ist" and philosophers, who have for 
some time been debating the un- 
precedented case of Tilloloy, asking 
themselves if the ending of his trials 
by euthanasia would not be justi- 
fied. 

Had society any right to demand, 
foi the sake of a moral precedent, 
the com inued calvary of this modern 
Job? What was the moral or 
practical object in prolonging the 
existence of the miserable young 
soldier, cut off from all mental 
contact with the world in which he 
lived, who, at the age of twenty- 
fonr, faced half a lifetime of the 
most unspeakable solitary confine 
meut ever meted out by fate to any 
human being. Would it not have 
been a humane and enlightened act 
to put an end to his horrible sen- 
tence by quick and painlesB death ? 

MAID SOLVES PROBLEM. 

These were the disturbing ques- 
tions asked by French metaphysi- 
cians familiar with the desperate 
case of young Tilloloy, whose hope 
less situation defied the establish- 
ment of any pieoedent, until the 
simple peasant maid supplied the 
answer. 

On Jnly 24th, 1910, Tilloloy, serv- 
ing with his regiment ou the front, 
was wounded in both arms and the 
face by a bursting shell. The de- 
tonation broke both eardrums, 
rendering him stone deaf. 

Expert surgery and tender care 
saved his life, but he left the mill 
tary hospital, a year later, deprived 
of the three senses of sight, touch 
and hearing, able only to taste and 
smell. 

He was taken to his owu home, 
in the little hamlet of Canaples, De- 
partment of the Homme, and placed 
under the care of hi* molhei and 
two sisters. Fieuch and American 
charily provided the family with 
ample means of subsistence. No- 
thing that money could procure to 
ease the stricken soldier's misery was 
left unprovided. Hut so complete 
was Tilloloy'* isolation from the us 
ual comforts and pleasures of man- 
kind that even the all-powerful fac- 
tor of limitless resoinces could Jo no 
thing in disease beyond pioviding 
him with a roof to his head, food 
and clothes and tobacco. 

The usual resources of the blind 
were denied him. Having no hands, 
he could not ply a trade, or take up 
the Braille system of touch reading. 
And even had he hands he could 
not, learn the application of the 
faculty of touch, being unable to 
hear the voice of his instructor. He 
was his own living tomb. Hi* days 
panned in ait abyss of complete 
darkness and complete silence. 

CONVERSATION DENIED. 
Unable to make known his needs, 
he cannot to this day receive the 
oral answer of his caietakers. 
Conversation Is denied him utterly. 
A primitive system of taps on his 
boily, so many laps signifying ye*, 
so many more signifying no, con- 
stitutes his only means of receiving 
messages from beyond the silent 
void in which he dwells. 

It was weeks after Tilloloy's re- 
turn to his home before lie could as- 
sure himself of his surroundings and 
of the pr-Hcnco of his mother and 
sinters. Familiar smells led him to 
suspect the truth and the embracing 
arms of his sorrowful mother, the 
heaving of hei body an she sobbed 
on his breast, told him of ber pre- 
sence.

ble message he had received since 
the lona of his hearing. Similarly 
he learned to recognize his sinter and 
certain neighbors, among them Ids 
sweetheart Jeanne, whose names he 
guessed at until lie struck upon the 
right ones. 

All he could learn of the progress 
of the war came in I he same mauner. 
" In the news from the front good?" 
An answering series of taps would 
bring the hare reply of yes or no, as 
the case might be. 

Hut no idea could be suggested to 
him. There was no way, for in- 
stance, to inform him of the Allies' 
victory until, long after the signing 
of the armistice, he perceived that a 
certain comrade was coming to vi.nit 
him and converse by the tap system 
very frequently. It. occurred to him 
an strange that this soldier should 
be so long absent from the front. 
Then he seized upon the logical 
suggestion that the war might be 
over. 

The question, '* Is the war over ?" 
brought (lie affirmative tap, which 
wan his first intimation of the good 
news. At that time the Peace 
Conference had been sitting for a 
month. 

"Thanks to God that my sacri- 
fice has not been in vain," were 
Tilloloy's Mist words on learning of 
the victory months after its oon- 
nunimation. He was seen to smile 
for the first time on that occasion.

Jeanne became a daily visiloi, tak- 
ing her turn at silting beside him 
and tending his needn. Hhe learned 
(0 identify herself by Ihreo short 
taps, no thai he always was aware of 
her presence. His gratitude foi her 
tender solicitude knew no bounds, 
but he concealed all affect ion, fear 
ing that out of sympathy she would 
sacrifice I erself to bring him a raj 
of happiness. 

For three years Jeanne continued 
indefatigable in her tender ininisl ra- 
tions. Finally Tilloloy suspected 
the truth. 

" Jeanne must care for me," he 
said to his mother, "or she could 
not l>e so faithful. Do you believe 
she loves me?"

"Jeanne, will you marry me?"

FIVE HrNDRED MAKE MERRY AT 
ANNUAL MASQUERADE OF DETROIT 
BRANCH NATIONAL ASSOCIATION 
OF THE DEAF. 

When the voice has failed and 
the ears bear no message to the 
braiu, the eyes and those mysteri- 
ous inner senses that become so 
keen in the speechless and the deaf 
get an enjoyment from a social 
function such as the annual dance 
of the Detroit branch, National As- 
sociation of the Deaf, Saturday 
evening in Odd Fellows' Temple, 
Grand River and Avery Avenues, 
that passes the understanding 
of the average persons. 

The Detroit Association of the 
Deaf has been organized I wo years, 
and Saturday evening's frolic was 
the second. It was a masquerate, 
with more than 500 persons present, 
a rare collection of grotesque and 
fanciful costumes, and prizes. He- 
sides the social pleasuie, the affair 
will net the association a substan- 
tial sum for the expenses of the 
thirteenth triennial convention of 
the National Association in this city 
the week of August 9th. 

There is a inre advantage in uot 
being able to speak at a raasque- 
lade, especially when competition 
for prizes is keen as it was at this 
dance. Romeo, the Spanish cava 
lier, Sis Hopkins, Charles Chaplin, 
the ioe cream lady with a dress 
made entirely of tin spoons sewn 
thickly upon cottou cloth, the 
tramp, the clown, court jester, 
"Sitting Bull," the Indian chief, 
and " White Faun," his squaw, all 
were seeking reward for special art 
In costuming. 

It seemed almost a sacrilege for a 
person with the power of speech 
and hearing to disturb the " elo- 
quent" silence by insisting upon 
vocal expression, for occasionally 
amid the rapid interchanges of signs 
and symbols that convey more than 
mere speech, peals of laughter 
would be heard from the throats of 
maid and matron otherwise denied 
the blessing of articulation. 

The polished floor was crowded 
with dancers, while an otcliestra 
played its round of melodies. A 
simngei might wonder why the 
music, but the problem is simple. 
Among that aggregation were more 
who had music in their souls and 
knew the scores than theie were 
who did not, and so thev danced 
and jok*»d with one another as if 
nature had in no way played them 
foul. 

Tills was a particularly gay fes- 
tivity, for the reason that recently 
i here was organised a womau'.s 
auxiliary of the men's association, 
and the women weie really being 
welcomed as active workers for all 
the principles espoused by the or- 
ganization No air of dependence 
linked in that hall, for each and 
every one was a worker, mostly 
skilled and earning merited re 
numeration. The ragged beggar 
who slouched about in waving tat- 
ters ami unshaven jowl, was sig- 
nificant of a day past when speech- 
lessness and sightlessness were the 
pathetic wares of the mendicant. 

The busiest man In that aasem- 
bluge was Ivan Ilcymanson, chair 
man of the dance committee, who 
ai innged the dance piogram, a 
booklet of twenty-eight pages, soli 
cited all the advertisements and 
wrote many of them. He is one of 
I lie " live wires" of this association, 
which started out with eleven niein 
hers and now has more than two 
hundred. Robert V. Jones, secie- 
tary of the convention committee, 
appealed an the Spanish Cavalier 
and was no small part of the life of 
the party. Mrs. C. C. Colby, presi- 
dent of the auxiliary, was another 
active factor in the success of the 
dance. 

Detroit has, a oolony of 900 deaf- 
mutes, augmented somewhat since 
the war by sp endld specimens of 
manhood who went to war, fought 
and suffered, and c line back speech - 
lens and deaf to all sound. One in

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Nettie Cora Pixl«y was born at 
Bronson, Branch Co , Michigan, 
November 25th, 1866, being the 8th 
and youngest child of Augustus and 
Eriza Clark Pixley. Before reach- 
ing her first milestone scarlet fever 
left her ears silent, but could not 
dim the bright, sunny smile known 
to all with whom she came in con- 
tact, 

While yet a mere slip of a girl 
the grand Christian mother passed 
away, a victim to the great white 
plague, but not until she had in- 
stilled into (he mind of her little girl 
that implicit faith iu the Infinite 
which had been her own anchor in 
all of life's storms. .This faith 
learned at her mother's knee re- 
mained with her, implicit, child- 
like, unbounded, to the end. Her 
religion was of the kind that was 
lived quietly every day in her owu 
borne. 

At the age of thirteen she became a 
clerk iu the Hronson poat office, her 
father beiug postmaster. Although 
totally deaf she quickly learned 
the details of office, and when her 
father suffered a stroke of paralysis 
she was left in total charge of the 
office with only one olerk as 
ansisiaut. 

March 251 h, 1891, she was united 
in marriage to Orlo L. Dobson, of 
Quincy and they have traveled 
lile's pathway together for nearly 
twenty-uine years. To Hits union 
six chitdreu were born, three 
daughters and three sons; ami al- 
though both parents were totally 
deaf, an observer of wide experience 
who knew them well was wont tore- 
mark, " It is the happiest family I 
ever knew." 

Two daughters preceded their 
mother to the happier laud. Iua 
Charlotte, who passed away January 
19th, 1915, in her fifteenth year, and 
Gertrude Allies, who crossed the 
river March 7th, 1918. 

Besides her husband who remain 
are : Mrs. Mildied Way, of South 
Butler, together with her husband 
and infant son — and three sous, 
Warren E., Elmer and Alton, to 
mourn the untimely loss of the most 
uuselfinh, loving, and patient of 
wives and mothers She also leaves 
one brothei, Elmer Pixley, of Suir- 
uis, and a half sister, Mrs. Fauuie 
Out water, of Hronson. 

Although iu apparent good health, 
the deceased had suffered occasional 
slight chokiug spells for the past 
year or so, hut she had uot intoimet' 
even bet physician of this until four 
days before her death. New Year s 
day she was iu her usual health and 
spirits and with her husband retired 
about ten P. M. They chatted a few 
moments, pleasantly, when she was 
suddenly seised withaseive chok- 
ing spell, and iu spite of every effort 
of her husband and son Elmer, be 
came unconscious within a couple 
of minutes, and passed away wilhiu 
five minutes of time the alarm was 
given. 

Funeral services were held at the 
home Monday afternoon, conducted 
by Rev I. D. Fales, with interment 
iu the family lot at nt Ltkeview

Boy Ncouts' Jlrw Uniform 

NATIONAL COUNCIL ON REQUEST OP 
ITS HALF MILLION MEMBERS AD- 
OPTS A NEW STANDARD. 

The boy scout organization 
consisting of 102,115 men, 375,174 
asked its National Council to give 
leadership in the matter of a new 
uniform. 

It may not generally be known 
that section 125 of the Army Re- 
organization Law specifying the tint 
forms for officers and enlisted men 
of the Aimy, the Navy and the 
Marine Corps, also sanctions and 
limits the uniform of the Boy Scouts 
of Ameiica along with those of Ihe 
National Guaid and the Naval 
Militia. 

The new official uniforms for 
scout leaders and scouts have been 
definitely fixed by the Executive 
Hoard of the National Couucil of 
the Boy Scouts of America. 

The new coat smacks of outdoor 
life, being of Iho Norfolk varietx 
witli pleats in the back, a roll collar, 
eliminating the old problem of but- 
toning Ihe top button on a growing 
boy, aud a stylish belt effect greatly 
improving the appearance. 

The previous styles of uniform 
will continue to be official until 
January 1, 1922, so that no necessary 
expense will devolve upon those who 
have equipped themselves with the 
previous uniforms. 

The next most impoitant result 
of the National Council Executive 
Commit lee's action is Hie adaptation 
of the uniform to climatic needs. 
While no options ate offered that 
will lead to lack of uniformity 
withiu a troop or within a council, 
it will be possible for lone troops 
or heal councils to fix upon a 
uniform ranging from woolen 
shiits, woolen coats and breeches 
and canvas leggings itown to necker- 
chief, cotton shin, cotton breeches, 
and cotton stockings. Shorts 
are preserved in camps where 
conditions permit. 

This subject of a new standard 
scout uniform was under discus- 
sion at the time that America entered 
the Europeau War, but it was 
thought best to defer action until 
after the war. 

Immediately following the sign- 
ing to the Armistice, all suggestions 
were carefully reviewed by the scout 
officials, aud the War Department 
was called upon to co-operate in the 
development of a uniform which 
would, aocordiug to their experience 
in the War aud their peculiar 
problems, help lo the development 
of a uniform for the Boy Scouts of 
Ameiica. 

Lieutenant Colonel D. W. Falls 
of the General Staff, United Slates 
War Depaitment, and formerly 
Colonel commanding the Seventh 
Regiment, New York, was detailed 
by the War Department to serve as 
an advisor. Some special designs 
were submitted, and the Depaitment 
made available its models of sug 
vested uniforms baaed upon the ex 
per once not only oT the Coiled 
States Army but of the European 
Armies. 

Several models were made and 
presented at the Scout Executives' 
Conferences held over lite countiy, 
with the remit that a unanimous 
agreement was reached as to a uni- 
foim design for both boys and men. 

A questionnaire was tl.eu sent to 
all Scout Executives and to scout 
masters not under councils and the 
replies were carefully studied by the 
Committee on Scout Supplies 

Lieutenant Colonel Falls, under 
whose leadership the plan of work- 
ing out the changes in uniform- 
initiated, came to the National Of- 
fice an<l personally went over the 
samples of the proposed new uni- 
form. He enthusiastically endors- 
ed the proposed uew design and 
material and the methods of mak- 
ing the same available to the scout 
field. He stated that what had 
been done harmonized with the ex- 
perience of the War Department 
and would, in his judgment, prove 
most acceptable and serviceable to 
the Boj Scouts of America. 

The important feature is that in- 
stead of eliminating the scout coat, 
as was originally contemplated, it 
is recommended that it be 'made 
available as a part of the Box 
uniform in deference lo the Strong 
wishes of certain communiti. 

Another important change in the 
committee's recommendation is thai 
hereafter the Boy Soout uniform 



will be made available in both cot 
ton and wool, so that those living in 
climates where the weather is severe- 
ly cold may, at the option of the 
local scout officials, better protect 
themselves. 

" It is believed that the foregoiug 
recommendations will give to the 
scout field a distinctive uuiform on 
an economical and practical basis 
under conditions which will com- 
mand the support «.f the vast ma 
jority of scouts and scout officials 
and prove to be a foi ward si ep in 
the development of Ihe Boy Scouts 
of America," says Chief Scout Ex- 
ecutive James E West. 



Wheat Tost Work lor at .nam 

I believe that a man, who works 
for another, would give a much high- 
er grade of service to his employer 
if he understand a few fundamental 
principles. 

Iu the following ten points, an 
attempt has beeu made to bring ont 
some of the factors which underlie 
this human relationship. 

Your employer is iu business to 
make a profit. Unless he makes a 
profit he can't stay in business. 
Keep this uppermost in your miud at 
all times. 

Your wages are paid, not by your 
employer, but by your customers. 
Your employer simply stands be- 
tween yon and the customers. You 
always try to put on a $ood front 
when your employer Is watching you 
— be just as alert to please the cus 
tomeia. 

It costs your employer a lot more 
than he pays you iu wages, just to 
have you around. He has to pay 
reut for the space you occupy, and 
he has to provide light, heat, furui 
lure, washrooms, pencils, pens, 
typewriter, machiuery, etc. Out 
of your services he has to get en- 
ough to pay yonr salary first, and 
then he has to pay a host of other 
bills for things you never stop to 
think about. Not until he has met 
all his expenses can lie receive his 
profit. 

If you loaf one hour a day, your 
employer's profit ou your work goes 
glimmering. When he fixes his 
prices he figures that you will do as 
much woik as yon caninasshoit 
a time as you can. If you loaf 
wheu you ought to be workiug, you 
ire robbing him just as surely as 
If you took money from his safe. 
What is equally true, you are rob- 
bing yourself, though you may not 
realize it. 

If you work on a machine, the 
machine loafs when you lo.if. This 
is double aud triple expense. 
Wheu you keep a taxicab waiting, 
the meter keeps on piling up 
charges. The sime thiug happens 
when you keep an expeusive 
machine idle. The interest and de- 
preciation on a $10,000 machine is 
at least $4 a day. Add in Ihe rent 
for the space it occupies, the cost of 
repairs, etc., and it probably costs 
your employer $8 or $10 a day for 
that machine, and the charges go 
on whether it is used or not. 
When you loaf the machine loafs. 
Think of the lost money here I 

Your employet doesn't expect you 
to spend mote than a proper propor 
lion of your wages on clothes, but 
if you hold a job whioh brings you 
into contact with customers, he has 
a right to expect that your appear- 
ance be iu harmony with the stan- 
dards of the house. Neat and trim 
clothes are far more desirable than 
showy clothes. 

The biggest asset your employer 
has is the good-will of his customers. 
Each satisfied customer represents 
real money to him. He is eager to 
please them, to see that their wants 
are properly taken care of, to handle 
any complaints or adjustments 
quickly. He relies on yon, as his 
repieseutative, to do as he would 
do. 

Of course, you only sell eight or 
nine hours of your time to your em- 
ployer. The rest of the day is yours 
to do with as you please. But the 
man who hires yon has a right lo 
expect the highest efficiency during 
the bonis you are with him. Yon 
cannot do this if you have had only 
four hours of sleep the night before, 
or if you manage your personal af- 
fairs so badly that you biing a lot 
of worries to your place of employ- 
ment. Lead a wholesome, natural 
life, in justice to yourself and your 
job. 

One horse can pdll mora thau a 
team of horses that refuse to work 



together. Your employer is doing 
his best to create aud maintaiu a 
spirit of cooperation in his es- 
tablishment. You can help him by 
putting your shoulder to the wheel 
and taking the load over the 
bumps. 

Finally, get it clear in your mind 
that your employer is not the only 
one who makes a profit out of your 
work. You get a profit yourself — 
the larger profit. Any job well 
done fits you the better for the next 
job. You are not paid wages when 
you go to school. Yon pay for the 
privilege of being taught knowledge 
and discipline. The training your 
employer gives you is in mauy re- 
spects more valuable thau that 
which you gain in school. If you 
are diligent you cau capitalize the 
experience thus gained, just as you 
cash in on you school education.

We doff our hat to Mr. Henri 
Gaillard, as an observer of men and 
things, and a writer of extraordi- 
nary fidelity and volume. 

He has just issued a volume of 
over two hundred pages, the same 
being a report of "A Mission of 
French Deaf- Mutes to the United 
States, in July 1917," on the occa- 
sion of " The Centennial of the In- 
stitution for Deaf- Mutes at Hartford 
(the first established school for the 
deaf in America), founded by an 
American descendant of France, 
Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet, with 
a French Deaf- Mute, Laurent Clerc, 
1817." 

The reading matter, which is 
copiously indexed, occupies one hun- 
dred and eighty-eight pages, the 
remaining pages being devoted to il- 
lustrations which he calls an "Al- 
bum Souvenir. ' ' These illustrations 
include portraits in half-tone en- 
graving of Messrs. Gaillard, Pilet, 
Olivier and Graff ( members of the 
French delegation to the centennial 
at Hartford), Mr. Jay Cooke How 
ard, President of 4he National As- 
sociation of the Deaf at the time of 
the Hartford Convention, Messrs. 
G. Herouard. Schlick, Villinova, 
Cancbon, Vaudierre, Lelen, Dagnet, 
Albert Omnes, Roukier, Albert Blot, 
a group of the Bureau in 191 7 of the 
Republican Alliance of Deaf- Mutes, 
who were instrumental in having the 
French represented at the Hartford 
School Centennial Also the build- 
ings of Gallaudet College, President 
Hall, and the Faculty in a group, 
and Dr. Edward Miner Gallaudet, 
Chevalier of the Legion of Honor of 
France, founder and for half a cen- 
tury president of the College. 
Group pictures at Hartford are 
shown, including the New York 
Institution's famous Battalion and/ 
Band of Cadets, Pastor C. 



faithfully upon individuals and or- 
ganizations, so that the National 
Faternal Society of the Deaf, the 
Deaf-Mutes' Union League, the 
League of Elect Surds, the Artists' 
Club, etc , etc., all receive attention 
and are properly measured according 
to standing and importance. 

The general report of the delega 
tion occupies fully one hundred and 
seventy pages, but individual repot ts 
in brief are made by Mr Gaillard's 
colleagues, Messrs. Pilet, Olivier 
and Graff. 

Shortly after returning to France, 
M. Pilet passed into life eternal, thus 
closing the life story of a deaf mute 
gentleman who had played a con- 
spicuous part in the "uplift of his 
deaf brethren of Normandy, and in 
particular Rouen and its environs, 
throughout a great many years. 

The book is evidently a formal re- 
port to the French Government. 

The new President of the French 
Republic, Mr. Paul Deschanel, at 
the time the mission was authorized 
and financed, was President of the 
Chamber of Deputies, and accepted 
without hesitation the office of 
Honorary President' of the Com- 
mittee. 

The Editor of the Dbaf- Mutes' 
Journal prizes very highly the 
possession of this report, and con- 
gratulates Mr. Gaillard upon its 
production.

His manners are gentle 
and prepossessing, and we predict 
a future of great usefulness for him 
in the field to which he proposes to 
consecrate his life. 



GALLAUDET COLLEGE. 



The influenza has been very active 
in Washington during the last two 
weeks and nearly two hundred cases 
have been reported, with several 
eventually resulting in death. Thus 
far Gallaudet has been spared any 
serious cases, though there was a 
scare when four cases of illness were 
reported almost simultaneously in 
College Hall. These proved to be 
nothing more than light attacks of 
the grip At the present writing all 
of the victims have recovered.

There is always a minute quan- 
tity of this solanin in the tubers, bnt 
when these ale mature, never 
enough to do harm, unless they 
have sprouted ami the sprouts have 
not been removed before cooking.
